been placed under arrest by the Chicago 
police. The first of the alleged ghouls 
to be captured was Louis Wilse, keeper 
of the Illinois salooon, located at Dear- 
born and Randolph streets, a few doors 
from the main entrance of the the- 
ater. 


It Is charged that Wilse robbed the 


body of a dying woman, Mrs. E. 
J. 


Traek, the afternoon of the fire, secur- 
ing $199, which, it is alleged, was di- 
vided among three men. two of whom 
were arrested after Wilse- The police 
claim to have received the information 
from all three men. The other two ar- 
rested are Charles Conway, 
said 
to 


.have received 120, and Thomas Mc- 


Carthy, alleged to have been given 
127.50. The third man, still at large, 
Is a stranger who was given $12. He Is 
said to be from St. Louis. 


It is said that Wllse confessed that 


1120 was taken from the body of Mrs. 
Trask when she was carried dying in- 
to the saloon. The money was handed 
to Wllse by a physician attending the 
woman. 
Wilse is reported 
to have 


given $11 to the police and told them 
that it was all she had. 


SHOWS NEGLIGENCE. 


CHICAGO. January 
IS.—The first 


definite testimony showing negligence 
on the part of the men in charge of 
the Iroquois Theater stage 
curtains 


was given today by John F. Dougherty, 
a bridge construction iron worker who 
was employed at the theater as an ex- 
tra hand to assist on the fly floor of 
the theater. 


"Did you try to lower the asbestos 


curtain on the day of the fire?" he was 
asked. 


"Tes. A man came running over to 


me from the south side of thr stage— 
I was working in the flics—and said to 
lower the asbestos curtain for there 
was a flre. I ran to It und tried 
to 


lower It. but it was heavy, 
and when 


some one jostled me my hand 
was 


caught. Some one else came and pull- 
ed down the rope and released 
me 


and shoved me out of the way." 


"Do you mean to say that you ran 


from the back of the stage to ihe front, 
grabbed the rope to lower the asbestos 
curtain and tried to do so before the 
regular mtn in charge of thf curtain 
could reach It?" queried Deputy Cor- 
oner Buckley. 


"I guess that's so," admitted Dough- 


erty. 
Witness said he knew the men In 


charge of the three curtains, but did 
not know where they were when 
the 


fire broke out, and the call oame for 
the curtain. 
He did not 
sre 
them 


anywhere In the flies.

Despondency over lack of work caused

forty-five years of age, to cut Ills throat 
this morning at 5 o'clock with a pocket 
knife in the room of his friend, Leo 
Fushs, • 1084 Broadway.

REV. GEO. MOQAR PASSES AWAY AT HOSPITAL - 


THE LATE REV. GEORGE MOOAR. 


Rev. Dr. George Mooar of 400 Edwards street died at Fabiola Hospital 


yesterday. 
He had been ill at his home for several months, and had gone 


to the hospital the day before Christmas for the purpose of having an op- 
eration performed, in the hope of saving his life. 
He passed through the 


operation in good strength, but a few days ago he became 
weaker 
and 


passed away yesterday afternoon. 


Rev. Mooar has been prominently Identified 
with 
the 
Congregational 


Church for more than twenty-Jive years. 
He was born 
in 
Massachusetts 


May 27, 1S30. When lie was 21 years of age he graduated fnim Williams Col- 
lege. 
He then entered Andover Theological Seminary, from which insti- 


tution he graduated four years later. Shortly afterwards, he accepted call to 
the pastorship of the Andover Congregational Church, which 
position 
he 


held for six years, when he resigned in 1860 to become the Urst pastor of the 
newly organized First Congregational Church of this city. In 1872 he re- 
signed from this position to accept the chair of theology in 
the 
Pacific 


Theological Seminary, which at that time had been established but a few 
months. 


He was succeeded In the First Congregational Church by Dr. J. K. Mc- 


Lean, who resigned th>5 position twenty-five years later to become the presi- 
dent of the theological seminary In which Dr. Mooar -was still a member of 
the faculty, though he had given up his original chair and accepted a less 
exacting position as instructor In church and comparative history.

INVENTS A BARROW. 


L. H. Smith, the local jeweler, is the 


inventor of a revolving barrow of sim- 
ple design which promises to be a very 
useful implement for orchardlsts and 
vineyardists. He has had. one of the 
machines made by P. H. M-cVicar. It 
consists of a simple iron frame similar 
to that of the old-fashioned Buckeye 
mowers In the rear of which a revolv- 
ing axle Is placed. 
Attached to this 


axle by means of clamps are a series

THE GARBAGE ORDINANCE 


SHODIJD PASS. 


It Presents the Only Feasible Method 


of Preserving the Public 


Health Available. 


The Chronicle has butted 
Into 
the | "A by-law of a city prohibiting any per- 


domestic concerns of Oakland to voice a 
protest against the c-rematory ordinance 
which is to come up for action before 
the Council tonight. Starting oft with 
the disingenuous statement that it be1 
lieves incineration is the best method of 
garbage disposal, the Chronicle declare* 
the proposed ordinance objectionable on 
the ground (1) that It creates a monopoly 
and (2) provides for imprisonment for 
debt. 


The collection and incineration of gar- 


bage must, in the very nature of things, 
be' an exclusive right to be effective, as 
the courts have declared in nearly every 
State of the Union. This monopoly may 
be municipal or prtvnfe. In Oakland, it 
is partly public and partly private. 
The 


contract It Is proposed to enter into Is 
•with a private corporation, but the city 
has a reversionary Interest in the plant 
and is to receive 
; -per cent 
of the 


revenues while the plant t» being oper- 
ated in private hands. 


The city has no money to expend for 


the erection of a garbage crematory and 
the City Attorney has rendered an opinion 
to thei effect that the law forbids the 
issuance of bonds for the erection of one. 


A case directly" in point was recently 


decided by the Supreme ,>Court of Ne- 
braska- The .Constitution of. Nebraska 
contains the following 
provision: "The 


legislature shall not pass local or special 
laws in any of the following- cases, that is 
to say: Granting to any corporation, as- 
sociation, or Individual, any special or 
exclusive privileges, immunity or 
fran- 


son not duly licensed by its authorities 
•from removing the garbage, house-dirt 
and offal from the city Is not in restraint 
but Is reasonable and valid on the ground 
of trade that It is in .the interest of tK« 
public health."

An exclusive contract I for the installation of a plant • requires 


for the reir.ova.1. of garbage, offal, dead 
animals, etc., was entered Into by the 
city of Omaha with -one Alexander Mac- 
Donald. In .all its Essentials this con- 
tract was the same as the one proposed 
for Oakland, and was made binding by 
the same exercise of police powers.

was contested as being contrary to the 
Constitution.' 


The Supreme Court upheld the contract 


as being inline with public policy and not 
prohibited by the Constitution, fortifying 
Its decision by citing decisions to the 
same tenor rendered in thirty-alx States, 
and by the Federal courts. The court 
says "the constitutional provision cited 
does not prohibit cities of. the metropol- 
itan class from contracting for the re- 
moval therefrom of dead animals, garbage 
and other noxious and unwholesome mat- 
ter; nor will such a contract be held void 
by 
rhe privilege thereby conferred 
clusive.

The city was in precisely that 
predicament when the Scavengers' Union 
struck rind refused to remove garbage 
unless they were granted Immunity for 
violating Mie health ordinances.
